KENTUCKY LIFE. 


'ecullarltlcs Modal and Domestic—A 


Sketch of Kentuckians. 


Vaukfort Letter to the New York Evening Post. 
There is absolutely no class distinc- 


ion in a small Kentucky city. All white 
nen, at least, are free and equal. The 
iuilor, tho saloon keeper, tho state officers, 
he boy who runs with the fire engine, 
are on an absolute level. The immediate 
sonsequences are a general respectability 
u all the walks of life, aud a lack of in- 
dividuals preeminent above their fellows 
or any qualities whatsoever. All Kon- 
ittcky men and women seem to have 
jeen molded in one common form, so far 
is their intellectual and social disposition 
s concerned, 
xney think alike, they 


;alk alike, they live alike. 


They all talk alike because they all 


imploy the local dialect, and are all 
iftiicted with the local drawl. The gen- 
irc! tendency in conversation is to take 
one's time and use a great many more 
words than are necessary, very often, 
perhaps, in order to conceal the small- 
ness of the thought. In general their 
>ronounciation seems peculiar to an 
easterner, both on account of the sin- 
fular purity of their vowel sounds and 
'iheir constant inseition of superflous >'s 
a all possible situations. The plural of 
of all pronouns is formed in Kentucky 
by the addition of the word all to the 
singular. The plural otyou is you-ntt, 
and as an expansion of the rule, the plu- 
ral of / is in like manner we-all. An- 
other peculiar pleonasm occurs in the 
use of the prepositions. It is by no 
means an uncommon thing to hear the 
inquiry, "Where is my hat at?" Nor is 
a stranger apt to be demoralized by it, 
for he has probably been telling from 
the moment of his first arrival, '-where 
he came from at." The Kentuckians' 
principal adjectives are "sure-enough," 
pronounced as one word with the ac- 
cent on the first syllable; "right smart." 
meaning quite full or very good; and 
clever in tho sense of agreeable. They 
arc seldom content to answer a question 
by yes or no, but add aome auxiliary 
words to make a round sentence. An 
unmarried woman is never called Miss 
Smith or Miss Jones, but is spoken of as 
Miss Sallie Smith or Miss Eliza Jones, 
and addressed even on first acquaintance 
as Miss Sallie or Miss Eliza. After her 
marriage the Miss and the Christian 
name are still retained among a lady's 
friends with her husband's surname ap- 
pended, so that a stranger is'always in 
a delightful state of perplexity as to 
whether Miss Bettie Johnson is a blush- 
ing virgin or a dowager gray and the mo 
ther of a family. 


This custom is the immediate out- 


come of tho peculiar relation whicl 
each townsman bears to his neighbor 
The people of a Kentucky village arc 
like one great family in their feelings 
and carriage. A great many ot then 
are actual kin either by blood or by mar 


and the rest have beeu admitted 
into the circle by the virtue of their 
close intimacy. Genealogy is their most 
popular form of intellectual investigation 
and the most poverty-stricken Kentuck 
ian knows his ancestors to remote gen 
orations, and can place his living re> 
latiyes with a facility which would ns 
touish a democrat from tho east. The 
bond which unites them is a firm one 
They are leagued together for the pur 
pose of mutual enjoyment. They give 
their whole minds to devising modes of 
amusmeut with such directness that 
there can be no doubt about the result. 
They aro constantly visiting or receiving 
visitors. An influx of relatives is a re- 
gular feature iu the life of a Kentucky 
house-hold in the winter time, and one 
from which they manage to derive a 
great deal of comfort. In fact to the at- 
tainment of thia object their customs in 
general are adapted. Their domestic 
arrangements are under the complete 
control of a great horde of negroes who 
get meals at what hours and with what 
elaboraetness they will. In tho winter 
time you cunnot get up in the morning 
until the negroes choose to let you, for 
you have to wait for them to come into 
your room and build a fire in your grate. 
Furnaces are an almost unknown luxury 
in rural Kentucky. Each room has an 
opon fire-place- of soft coal, and the halls 
are left atj a temperature corresponding 
to that of out of doors. 
From break- 


fast time on, the day at least in name, is 
given some kind of active employment, 
subject more or lesa, to interruptions. 
The evening isjavowedly and invariably 
devoted to what in the local parlance is 
'•frolicking." In case there is a "show" 
at the Cheater, every one goes. In case 
tbere is a dance, every one goes to that. 
In case there is neither of these, every 
one goes to whatever there is.

Growth of Plants. 


A recent free evening lecture at the 


Working Men's College, Great Ormoncl 
Street, London, was given by Mr. Fran- 
cis Darwin, M. D., a son of the well 
known naturalist. 
The growth of a 


plant, the lecturer said, might be likened 
to the growth of a snowball sot rolling 
down a snow-covered hillside. 
Both 


plant and snowball grew in size by the 
addition of matter; but while, if the bulb 
of a hyacinth were placed in water and 
kept in the dark, it would grow in the 
ordinary sense of tho word, in reality 
the plant would merely have taken stuft 
out of the bulb and arranged it in a dif- 
ferent way, whereas in the growth of an 
oak tree from an acorn a quantity of new 
stuff was formed. These instances of 
growth suggested the questions, first, 
now a bulb or bean rearranged its mat- 
ter in forming a plant, and, secondly, 
how all the new material was obtained 
that went to form a tree? He intended 
on that occasion to speak of only one 
half of tho question: How the plant in 
growing arranged its material? First, 
U was necessary to know what a plant 
was made of. If one hundred pounds 
weight of some growing plant were 
taken, say turnips, and the water driven 
off by drying, it will be found that the 
weight would havo decreased by ninety 
pounds, and that the solid, woody 
part remaining, about ten pounds in 
weight, would nearly all buii. away, 
leaving but a few ashes. In order to 
rive some idea of the way In which 
this large quantity 
of water 
was 


hold in the plant, Dr. Darwin com- 
pared the effect of water on dead matter, 
such as tea leaves or leathe/, with tho 
Effect of giving water to a growing plant 
—the stiff, dry leaves became limp and 
soft, while the drooping, flaccid stem of 
a living- plant, wheo watered, became 
»tiff and elastic. How could the plant 
build up a strong, sdff stem with so much 
of so unstable a material as water, and 
how did the water become a source of 
strength to the plant? To understand 
this they must know how the water was 
contained ia the plant. The solid ma- 
terial was formed into little cavities, and 
these—an infinite number of little boxes, 
w it might be'i-were filled with water. 
The way in which the water might be- 
come a source of strength could be seen 
by forcing water in.to a flexible tube or 
bladder, or by blowing air into an empty 
fflqye. The pressura of the water con- 
tained within caused tho walls of the 
«ells_to beoome_8tifr, . Tiere_w<jre other 
ways, too, in which tEs stiffness was 
obtained, the water getting into the text- 
tire of the woody stuff and stiffening it 
as water stiffened sailcloth. This state of 
things existed also in the pith, and each 
cell, being over-filled with water, was 
forever trying to lengthen itself. Some 
Of the results of these conditions in 
the plant wore then explained by 
the use of two pieces of spiral spring, 
and 
for a more familiar example 


the audtence were referred to the 
effect of splitting a dandelion stem. 
Each half curled over outward because 
th,e more elastic pith., trying to lengthen 
itself, was prevented 'from expanding on 
one side by the less elastic bark, with 
two pieces of spiral spring in a linen tube 
it was next explained how, when the 
pressure of water in the cells in the two 
halves of the pith Was not equal, the stem 
did not grow straight. Not that plants 
bent accidentally or in a purposeless man- 
ner. Oo the iontrary, when the plant 
bent it was with some distinct and useful 
object. To the explanation of this point, 
the rest of the lecture was directed. The 
direction and forms which the root and 
stem of a young growing plant might 
take were happilv illustrated with a piece 
of whitened lead pipe of small bore put 
through a cork, which did duty for the 
bean. A great many theories had been 
offered to account for the fact that the 
root always tried to grow toward, and 
the stem away from the center of earth. 
Having related Andrew Knight's ingen- 
ious experiment with a revolving wheel, 
by which, with centrifugal force, as 
a substitute for gravity, the plant wa* 
deceived and the direction of growth in 
seedlings was changed, the lecturer next 
dealt with the influence of lijjtht and damp 
on the growth of a plant. The stem was 
invariably shot out or bent asidejy& order 
to get at the light, and the root, with 
equal persistency and certainty, was sent 
to find moisture. It would have been 
noticed, Mr. Darwin said in conclusion, 
that he had, throughout, spoken of plants 
perceiving the light, and knowing where 
the center of the earth was, and hac 
used other expressions of a similar kind 
usually only applied to animals. He htw 
done so with no idea of being paradox 
Seal, hut because ho thought that b; 
thinking of plants in this way we were 
more likely to learn what was going on 
within them. H-we would understant 
the actions of an animal, we must know 
what was useful or not useful for tha 
life, and it was quite as necessary to con 
aider in the life of a plant of what use it 
actions were, and, in a certain sense 
why it acted in a particular way.

an occurrence of the present day. A 
young convict named Takaes, who 
had murdered two women, was hanged. 
He was 
about 
twenty-three years 


of age. 
After the body was cut down 


and examined by the physicians, life 
was pronounced extinct. As a scientific 
experiment the body was subjected to an 
electro-galvanic current, and after a few 
hours signs of life were perceptible. The 
convict completely recovered the use of 
his senses, and his first actions were of vio- 
lence toward the prison oflicials by whom 
he was surrounded. He soon began to 
suffer from congestion of the brain, and 
became delirious during the nio-ht. He 
made repeated attacks upon the° keepers 
and complained of violent pains, asking 
:rom time to time for milk and water! 
Death released him finally from his suf- 
ferings yesterday morning. The entire 
medical faculty in this city is considera- 
bly exercised over the-caso. 


The common disease in cows and 


llieep which appears by watery blisters 
011 the feet and between the claws of 
,ho hoof, followed by raw spots which 
ire difficult to heal, is known as aph- 
hoas fever. Sometimes it is accompa- 
ued by similar blisters on the lips and 
ongue, when it is called " foot and 
mouth disease." It is a fever, or blood 
lisease, and is contagious and trouble- 
orae, but not serious, and easily sub- 
mits to treatment as follows: Give one 
jound of salts, and when that has ope- 
rated, give one ounce of hyposulphate 
ot soda daily; wash the sore spots with 
vater and soap and dress them with an 
>mtment made as follows, viz.: Melt 
our ounces of lard and one ounce of 
permaceti together, add one ounce of 
icetate of copper (verdigris,) and stir 
horoughly, and while still lluid add 
>ne ounce of turpentine and stir until 
:old. 
Keep for use. This ointment is 
xcellent for any raw sores or galls 
:nd may be usefully kept in any stable.

There was considerable 


wind and this sent tho cinders flying 
over the river and among tho buildings 
along the race, covering tho roofs, and 
threatoBuig te> start a score of other 
blazes. It was hard, hot work for the 
firemen. The building just south of the 
mill, owned also by H. A. Doty, and oc- 
cupied by P. G. Stevens ,t Co., as the 
lumber department of their cigar box 
factory, caught, aud added more fuel to 
the lire, ami wTiilo these buildings wore 
blazing.up the ilauies were driven toward 
tho woolen and knitting factory of Law- 
rence & Atwooilnnd this threatened to 
go also. 
Tho roof was on lire' five differ- 


ent timas, but was each time suppressed, 
before much damage resulted. 


The lire department did excellent, work, 


aud fought tho fire bravely, except that 
the East side engine was unfortunately 
placed at a point on the river bank, 
where there was much sand, into which 
the engineer unwisely threw the 'suction 
pipe,, which caused in time tho engine to 
till 'with sand, and to stop, thus crippling 
it at a time whim it was needed, though 
the most imminent danger had then 
passed. The West side engine kept up 
two. streams from the start, and did 
most nobly, aud tho other branches 
of

tematically 
and enthusiastically, call- 


ing forth the praise ol' all. The Jinnies

Mr. Doty, which were burned to tho 
ground, but the woolen mill was saved 
intact. 
..'JPiio cause of the fire is not known. 
As usual, Mr. Doty's mill started up at 
1 o'clock this morning, Thomas O'Brien 
being in. charge. . About 3 o'clock he 
went into the adjoining building occupied 
by F. G. Stevens & Co., to oil a shaft, and 
on returning to tho mill found the llamcK 
bursting forth at the rear of the mill, and 
outoJ! the front of tho barn which stood 
directly back of it. Tho lire was so far 
under way even then that ho could do 
little to suppress it.or to save any proper- 
ty, and had to content himself with giv- 
ing the alarm. The wagons aud two 
buggies, which were .in the barn were 
rolled out, but the horses, flve in number, 
could not be got out, and they perished 
in the flames. - The mill itself and office 
were a complete wreck, and tho contents 
a total loss. This was tho busiest time of 
the year at the mill, and, owing to the 
scarcity of cars for shipping, there was an 
unusual amount o£ grain and feed ou 
hand; Tlia-adjoining building also own- 
ed by Mr. Doty was a complete loss. This 
building has been lately raised and im- 
proved and rented .to F. G. Stevens & Co., 
tho cigar box 
manufacturers, whoso 


factory is 
directly 
opposite.

used, 
this 
for 
storage, 
aud 
for 


lumber, aud had just put iu new saws to 
cut up their lumber for box purposes. 
Most of the contents of this building 
were saved, the lumber being tossed out 
into the street, and the saws and other 
machinery removed to a place of safety. 


At the Avoolen mill there was some live- 


ly work done, for it seemed that it, too, 
must burn. The stock iu the little brick 
building was left undisturbed, as that 
seemed safe; bxit that in the factory 
proper was hurriedly carried across the 
street, the office was cleared out, and the 
knitting- machines unscrewed from then- 
benches aud tak«n out. There was some
